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Let's begin today by reading this PDF and understanding what 
happened 100 years ago between the Ramanandi and Ramanuja sects. 
What transpired, how did it unfold, what decisions were made, and how 
revered Swami Bhagwatacharya Ji achieved victory. Let's commence 
with the blessings of Lord Rama - Shri Sita Ram 


Today, we will shed light on the developments leading up to the 
debate between the Ramanandi sect and the Ramanuja sect, which 
took place 103 years ago, and the key points of the debate. This 
information will likely dispel some misconceptions that have crept into 
some Rama temples In . following the Ujjain debate. 

Swami Bhagwatacharya Ji Maharaj has provided a detailed account of 
that time in his autobiography. He was born in Sialkot into a revered 
Brahmin family. His childhood name was Sarvagya. He was 
exceptionally intelligent and scholarly from a young age. By the age of 
14-15, he had already studied and written commentaries on several 
grammar texts. 

When he arrived in Ayodhya, he befriended Pandit Shri Raghubar Das Ji 
Maharaj, who was a disciple of the Mahant of a prominent institution. 
This narrative provides insight into Swami Bhagwatacharya Ji Maharaj's 
life and his significant contributions to the realm of philosophical 
debate (Shastrarth). 

Swami bhagwtacharya ji wrote in his autobiography that he had a 
deep connection with Pandit Shri Raghubar Das Ji in Ayodhya. He said, 
"| wanted to take sannyas (renunciation), so | considered taking 
discipleship from him." Pandit Ji replied, "I'm not a scholar, buta 
follower of Acharya Shri Vaishno. You won't suffer any loss by 
developing under him, but our relationship will end." 

When asked about the conversation between Raghubar Das Ji and 
Swami bhagwtacharya ji explained, "We didn't share a common 
lineage, but our eating habits differed. You can't adopt his habits and 
still interact with us." 


Pandit Ji was my friend, and | valued our friendship. | couldn't bear to 
leave him, but he wanted to end our relationship, so he expressed fear 
of separation. Moreover, Pandit Ji mentioned other revered saints 
whose opinions mattered. However,swami bhagwtacharya ji didn't 
entirely approve of those two names. 

As a young Brahmin, | was the twelfth-generation pandit, skilled in 
reading, speaking, debating, and delivering speeches. | knew Hindi, 
Gorakhi, Bengali, Assamese, and some English. Pandit Raghubar Das Ji 
shared a heartfelt bond with me. 

One night, we sat together, and Pandit Ji said, "The Maharaja of the 
prominent institution desires you to develop elsewhere." 

| said I'd consider it, but Pandit Ji instructed me not to bathe. He said, 
‘Don't bathe now, and don't eat yet; I'll arrange for your food.' He got 
his own done first, then it was my turn. | had hair on my head and a 
beard, following my own custom for many years. 

That day, he asked me to shave my head, which | didn't want to do. He 
clearly stated, 'Today, I'll make a special request and initiate you into 
our sect right here.' Swami Ji spoke, and | remained silent, having 
already learned the nine signs of acceptance. 

| raised my hands, and with great fanfare, my Panch Samskar 
(initiation) was performed by the late Pandit Shri Ram Narayan Das Ji. 
As the ritual was happening, Pandit Shri Raghubar Das Ji sat behind me 
and signaled Shri Mahant Ji Maharaj. With some force, he engraved the 
Tapa Shanka Chakra (hot rod with a discus design) on my arm. 

Pandit Ji's intention was to make the mark clearly visible 

My parents kept my decision to renounce worldly life private, fearing 
others might discover my plans. This secrecy pleased the saints in 
Ayodhya, who were already familiar with me. 

On the day of my initiation into the Ramananda sect, Lord Rama's idol 
was adorned with special reverence. | accepted Shri Maharaj Ji as my 
guru for the first time. 

As mentioned in Shri Maharaj Ji's autobiography, Bhagwata Charita 
(Volume 3), Jadu Santaray's school in Ayodhya was renowned for its 
scholarly pursuits. Swami Ramananda Ji, an esteemed teacher, and 
Ram Maharaj, a revered mahatma, would engage in profound 
discussions on the Bhagavad Gita, Vedas, Vedanta, and Mimamsa. 
Pandit Shri Raghubar Das Ji would often participate in these sessions, 
and | joined them, expanding my knowledge. 

Previously, | had studied Ardh Sangraha and Atma Devi in Darbhanga 
under Shri totra di Swami, who later arrived in Ayodhya, possibly via 
Bihar. During his stay in Ayodhya, 


He would sit on a big king type [QQUQUUD right in front of Lord Rama's 
idol, ( Kanak bhawan) and deliver discourses. Listen carefully, he never 
performed Sastang Pranam (full prostration) to Lord Rama, nor did he 
ever touch His feet. Even in prominent places, he wouldn't perform 
Sastang Dandavat (full prostration). 
In his view, the Vaishno are more like smarth of Ayodhya was 
equivalent to the highest reverence. His entire conduct and behavior 
were like a grand ceremony, with capable Brahmins and esteemed 
devotees participating. 
However, Lord Rama's temple authorities were not pleased with his 
behavior, causing unrest among the devotees. Two prominent sects 
had already removed their affiliation due to his teachings, contributing 
to the growing dissent. 
The school's teacher, Shri Rama Maya Jay Ji, only taught Brahmins, 
excluding other castes. This exclusivity created tension within the 
Rama temple community. 
Now, listen to what happened two years later. My revered Guru Dev, 
Shri Maharaj Ji, was renowned in Ayodhya for his exceptional wisdom 
and contribution to India's freedom struggle. His reputation and 
respect extended beyond Ayodhya. 
He had immense love for his sect and believed his tradition was 
founded by Lord Rama Himself. To promote his sect, he established a 
school named Vaishno Dharm Vivekananda Pathshala. 
Gotaki Swami Avar had disrespected Lord Rama, leading to widespread 
criticism. Shri Maharaj Ji faced numerous challenges: 
- Not teaching shree Bhashya (commentary) 

¢ giving shankra chakra forcefully 
- Excluding prominent saints from teaching shree Bhashya 
These factors contributed to the growing discontent. 
As for me, my knowledge of medicine was incomplete. | needed to 
study further, focusing on concise texts like Guru Shekhar, to prepare 
for exams. 
Prominent saints like Pandit Sarju Das Ji Maharaj in Ayodhya 
He was a great saint and scholar of Nyaya and Vedanta. He taught us 
the tradition of Shastraarth (scriptural debates). | had a strong desire 
to learn Shastraarth and Praneeka Gyana (spiritual knowledge) from 
Shri Pandit Ji Maharaj. 
Shri Pandit Ji Maharaj was compassionate, straightforward, and had in- 
depth knowledge of scriptures. He was a humble and fearless debater. 
His expertise included Vedanta, Bhushan, and Adbhoot Nuska. 


Such was our Guru Dev, who taught hundreds of students. After 
teaching for decades, he would conduct rigorous exams, unlike 
today's, where cheating isn't possible. 

He was also a teacher at Raja Gopal Pathshala. Shri Ramanand 
Sampardaya's goal was to spread knowledge. However, two factions 
emerged within the sect. One faction claimed no connection to Shri 
Ramanandi Swami Ji or Shri Ramananuji Sampardaya. 

| recall notable figures like Shri Ram tahel Das Ji, Shri Ram Shobha Das 
Ji, Parmansh Balbhat Das Ji, Pandit Ram Narayan Das Ji, and 
Shatrughan Das Ji 

my own guru, Shri Maharaj Ji, opposed me. 

bhagwatacharya Ji stated, 'This turned everyone against me, making it 
seem like Guru Ji wasn't supporting me.' Shri Maharaj Ji's influence 
diminished my significance. 

As a newcomer, | faced opposition shortly after joining. Shri Guru Dev's 
opposition created daily challenges. 

Previously, | found bliss under their guidance, worshiping their image 
and seeking strength through prayer. But doubts arose. 

Pandit Ji Maharaj then visited, saying, ‘Everyone, including Shri Pandit 
Ram Balram Maharaj, wants you to lead this movement.’ | accepted. 
Renowned Ayodhya saint Shri Ram Balram Vinayak Ji, fluent in English 
and Hindi, shared my interest. We planned the initiative in 
bhagwatacharya ji garden one evening 


All demands were decided, and it was concluded that an organization 
should be formed immediately. Thus, Shri Ramanand Ji Vaishno 
Mahamandal was established. The situation was extremely 
challenging, and even saints were affected. It was difficult for ordinary 
people to comprehend the severity of the situation. 

No chairman or minister was available, so Shri Vinay Ji asked me to 
take on the role of Prime Minister, which | accepted without hesitation. 
A committee was also needed to research guru traditions and identify 
those that were unrelated to Ramayan. The committee was formed, 
and | became its Prime Minister as well. 

Ram tahel das ji launched the first attack on our side, distributing 
defamatory pamphlets. We had a strong response, and our 
organization was well-prepared. We had the support of our members 
and the strength of our institution. 

Today, Ramanand Samparday has numerous Mahamandals, more than 
any other organization. Yet, our current situation is precarious, and we 
cannot tolerate this state of affairs any longer 


Although ram tahel das ji wasn't well-educated, he knew some 
influential Vaishnavites and certain communal elements. He 
understood that |, a newcomer, wasn't well-versed in communal 
principles. So, he published and distributed pamphlets with provocative 
questions. 

| wanted to respond, armed with my knowledge of Vedanta Sangraha 
and Shrimaksha. | had mastered Vedanta Sangraha and could answer 
all questions using that text. This strategy helped me gain ground. 

In Ayodhya, twenty-five pamphlets were distributed on both sides, 
Sparking intense debate. Ram tahel Das Ji and Ram Shubhadas Ji 
rarely visited Ayodhya, fearing physical harm. 

Meanwhile, Ram tahel Das Ji announced a discussion on guru 
parampara's authenticity at Hanumangarhi, followed by a debate. I, 
representing Ramanand Ji Vaishnava Mandal, accepted the challenge. 
The event was publicized throughout Ayodhya, and the date and time 
were fixed. Hanumangarhi's hall was packed ahead of schedule. My 
companions arrived, and | followed suit. 

Shri Hanumangarhi's head, Mahant Shri Sitaram Das Ji Maharaj, 
presided over the event. Everyone awaited | ram tahel das arrival, but 
he didn't dare show up. 

My guru, Shri Ram Kishor Das Ji, and Hanumangarhi's esteemed Shri 
Narayan Das Ji arrived. | rose from my seat to welcome Guru Dev, then 
sat down separately. 

Guru Dev asked, 'Who is the Prime Minister of Shri Ramanand Ji 
Vaishnava Mahamandal?' The question hung in the air. | remained 
silent, thinking that answering would be presumptuous, especially 
since Guru Dev was present. 

In a debate, one doesn't argue with their guru. | decided to maintain 
the sanctity of the guru-shishya relationship, avoiding confrontation. 
The debate began, and | chose to remain silent, prioritizing respect for 
my guru over defending my position 

| mustered the courage to stand up and joined my hands, seeking 
permission, ‘Shri Maharaj Ji, may | respond?' Maharaj Ji seemed taken 
aback and said, 'If permission was required, it would have been sought 
before arriving.’ 

Respected Baba Kamta Das Ji Maharaj of Hanumangarhi intervened, 
saying, ‘Maharaj Ji, this is no ordinary gathering; it's Hanumangarnhi. 
Your disciple is now a leader of the tradition. Please address him 
calmly.’ 

| appealed for peace, joining my hands, and the assembly calmed 
down. Maharaj Ji pondered what to ask next. 


‘Maharaj Ji, why do you need to know who the Prime Minister of Shri 
Ramanandi Mahamandal is today?' | asked. 'The organization has been 
responding to inquiries for years; no one asked about the Prime 
Minister before. | represent Mahamandal here; I'm authorized to 
respond.’ 

Maharaj Ji had said, 'If permission was required, | wouldn't have come.’ 
| never imagined he'd come as Ram's representative. 

'To answer your question, Maharaj Ji, | Know you'll come personally to 
the assembly and seek permission,' | added. 

The next question was, 'What is the committee?' We replied, ‘It's Shri 
Rama Mandir's ancient tradition research organization. ' 

Another question followed, 'What is the source of the tradition 
published by Shri Rama Mandir and Purana Sansadani Samiti?’ 

Now, the Guru Parampara movement was underway. A saint named 
Shri Chetan Das possessed a written Guru Parampara, renowned as 
Shri Ram Mantri's Guru Parampara. He informed the Sandhyani Samiti 
that he had a handwritten Guru Parampara. The committee obtained 
and examined it, then shared it with all Sabha Mandals. Finally, Shri 
Ramanandi Ji Mishran Mahamandal accepted it. 

Maharaj Ji asked, 'Why didn't anyone find this Guru Parampara until 
now?’ 

| replied, 'If Shri Chetan Das Ji hadn't found it, no one would have. He 
found it, and it's now part of the Ramanand Samparday tradition. ' 
The committee is now engaged in research, uncovering hidden and 
unknown elements. Everything is available, but lacking reverence and 
faith, they remain elusive. 

In Nalanda's vast repository, many undiscovered treasures lie hidden. 
We searched and found the Guru Parampara; you searched and 
published your findings. Others searched and discovered different 
traditions. 

Our committee has compiled all traditions, recognizing each one's 
labor and research. 

| ask, 'Why didn't you find the same tradition you published, or the 
Akhara traditions?’ You didn't find them because you didn't labor for 
others; you neglected them. Our committee labors, searches, and 
researches. 


Maharaj Ji stopped responding. 
Maharaj Ji asked, 'Will you accept what these young, inexperienced 


ones say? They're like children peeling and eating sugarcane scraps. 
Who listens to them?’ 


Your ancestors...? 


Gurudev asked Shri Gaddhi Nashir Ji, ‘Maharaj Ji, wnat do you say? 
Maharaj, I've dedicated my life to Ramanand Ji. Where can | go leaving 
him? How can | enter Ramanand Ji's home? I'll receive applause, 
saying, ‘Victory to Lord Sitaram Chandra! Glory to Ramanand Swami!’ 
I'll chant this forever. 

Shri gurudev left, and night fell. It was astonishing to see the guru- 
shishya interaction. This unprecedented event unfolded like a divine 
debate. My side emerged victorious. 

However, | had to leave the prominent location due to Shri Maniram Ji's 
camp and the revered Shri Ram Shobha Das Ji Maharaj, a supreme 
Saint and renowned Vaishnavite. 

When Shri Adhikari Ji mentioned the beating, they realized the gravity 
of the situation and, familiar with my guru's nature, feared my 
humiliation in the gathering. They sent a saint to my Kothi, urging me 
to move to the camp. 

Though in the camp, | responded to two or three advertisements about 
Ramanand Ji's interactions. 

| shared these updates with Pandit Raghubar Das Ji in Muzaffarpur. He 
was busy with his exams, but | invited him to Ayodhya, as the final 
guru-tantra decision would occur in Ujjain. 

In 1921, Ujjain's land would become the victory ground, ending the 
300-year-long confusion about Ramanand Ram Ji's disciples. 

Pandit Raghubar Das Ji wrote that his examination would conclude, and 
he'd accompany Amukt Ji to Ayodhya by train. Though returning, he'd 
stay with the side supported by Maharaj Ji of the prominent location 

I'll arrive in Ayodhya by train, but I'll stay with the side that has 
Maharaj Ji of the prominent location. Shri Mahant Ji Maharaj was 
surprised and saddened to hear Pandit Raghubar Das Ji's final words. 
Some people are forcing their ways, disregarding the truth. We won't 
survive with them; they'll perish if they're not on the side of truth. 

At that time, only two of us, Pandit Raghubar Das Ji and I, were 
considered authorities in the tradition. My shiksha guru, Shri Swami 
Sarjudas Ji Maharaj, was a great scholar, but being knowledgeable 
didn't guarantee recognition in the gathering. Only Mahapandit was 
considered worthy of speaking. 

Shri Mahant Ji of the camp was disheartened, realizing | was new to the 
tradition and hadn't fully understood the saints. My knowledge was 
vast but not limited to the tradition, which caused me distress. 


The camp was distressed because Maharaj Ji had informed me that 
Pandit Raghubar Das Ji's train would stop at Manikapur for over half an 
hour. | was advised to meet him there with some gifts and show him 
the picture of Rishi Vartaman. 

|! went to Manikapur and reunited with my friend after months. We 
spent the day together, eating pedas and Ram dane ke laddu from the 
station's flat. 

When discussing Ayodhya, Pandit Raghubar Das Ji shared his concerns 
and listened to mine. He emphasized that opposing Maharaj Ji would 
leave us without a suitable place in Ayodhya. 

| had no answer to this, so | said, 'Let's go to Ayodhya and discuss.’ | 
thought, ‘I've already opposed Shri Maharaj Ji, and now I'm staying in 
the camp. What's my stake? Only God knows.' I've put my neck on the 
chopping block, and | won't benefit. 

Pandit Raghubar Das Ji and | parted ways at Ayodhya Ghats station, 
each taking a separate ekka (horse carriage). The local community 
welcomed us. 

In Ujjain, representatives from all sampradayas (traditions) gathered. 
Shri Ramanand Sampraday is a prominent tradition in India, with a 
large following. 

At that time, Odisha's renowned shree mahan jaganath Das Ji Maharaj 
held significant influence. | had heard his name but hadn't met him. His 
disciple, Ramdas Ji Gadiyan, from Ayodhya, was also prominent. 

He was the lifeblood of our movement and had to confront Shri Ram 
jaganaath Das Ji Maharaj. The situation escalated to the point where 
Shri Mahant Ji refused to share food or resources until the guru 
parampara dispute was resolved through shastrarth (scriptural debate) 
and Shri Mahant Ji signed the published guru parampara. 

This separation pained Shri Mahant Ji, and his mind was troubled. His 
gaze held immense power, yet he remained apart. 

In Ayodhya, Shri man Ji's messengers reached Shri Mahant Ram 
Shobha Das Ji's camp, urging him to send pandits quickly, as opposing 
pandits had arrived. 

| hadn't abandoned my sangh (organization) yet, and the impact of 
Shri Mani's shastrarth still lingered, making it seem like | was under 
some sort of tantric spell or deceitful tactic. 

Attempts were made to take my life using tantric mantras and black 
magic. Shriman Udev learned that | was vulnerable and sent word. 

| trusted in Ram and was deeply troubled. My future depended on 
Ram's benevolence 


| never worried about my future then. Meanwhile, Swami Ji Maharaj in 
Ujjain informed Mahant Shri Ramdas Ji that everyone would arrive in 
Six or seven days, urging him to come quickly. 

Listen carefully; Pandit Ji then told me that Shri Raman Swami Ji's 
position was precarious. He asked me to compose an stortram _) for 
Shri Ramanand Swami Ji. | agreed, provided | wouldn't be harmed. | 
wrote it in one night, sitting in Baba Maidan Ji's camp, which was its 
birthplace. Today, that stotram is widely practiced in the Shri 
Ramanandi Sampraday tradition. 

We couldn't delay going to Ujjain, but before leaving, totra swami ji 
sent a scholar from Datari or elsewhere to challenge us to a shastrarth 
(scriptural debate). We were ready to leave. 

On the evening we were to depart for Ujjain, | visited gurudev 's 
residence at 6 pm to seek his blessings. | performed an eight-limbed 
salutation (sastanga pranama). Gurudev emeanor was different from 
when | visited his camp. 

With pleasure, gurudev asked, 'Is everything well?' | replied, 'Yes, 
Maharaj Ji, I've joined you by your grace.' Gurudev asked again, and | 
said, ‘Tonight, I'm changing trains; | came for your blessings.’ 

Gurudev bestowed blessings with a mix of seriousness and delight. | 
bowed and said, 'A shastrarth will take place in Ujjain; | seek blessings 
for my victory and that of my side.' 

Shri Maharaj Ji remained silent for a moment, then said, 'What's the 
need for violence and debate?’ | replied, ‘It's already happening. If you 
wish to give something, I'll take it from here.' | requested his blessings 
Shri Maharaj Ji ordered Hanumia Sewak, "Call Chintamani Das." 
Chintamani Das, a humble servant, arrived. | was already seated. Shri 
Maharaj Ji asked a question, indicating his satisfaction with me. He was 
saddened by my departure from the camp. 

Maharaj Ji gifted me a beautiful shawl, which | humbly accepted, 
folding it and placing it on my shoulders. | considered this his 
blessings. 

| paid my respects with an eight-limbed salutation (sastanga pranama) 
and sought blessings from Shri Maharaj Ji and God. 

| bid farewell to my guru brothers, including the one who is now that 
person's guru. Pandit Shri Raghubar Das Ji had prepared to leave, but | 
didn't know what he discussed with Maharaj Ji. 

When we arrived at the station, Pandit Shri Raghubar Das Ji was 
already on the platform. Respected Shri Ram Subhas Das Ji Maharaj of 
Baba Ram Ji's camp and Pandit Shri Jagananand Ji were present. 
Pandit Shri Raghubar Das Ji and | were on a victorious journey. We 
stayed in a dharmashala, and our companions went ahead. 


As a newcomer, | had taken on the responsibility of guru parampara. 
Our guru brothers didn't expect Pandit Raghubar Das Ji and me to 
receive a warm welcome in Ujjain. 

This was our first welcome ceremony in the sampraday tradition after 
initiation 

Neither of us expected a welcome. Pandit Ji's arrival was also pre- 
arranged, as was mine. | had been initiated into the sampraday 
tradition for about two and a half years. 

Today, | vaguely recall an elephant with a decorated gaddi (seat) and a 
long, covered canopy. There were many followers, but | don't recall if 
there were more. A group of sadhus led the procession. 

We alighted at the Dandiya Khalse camp. Wherever Pandit Ji went, | 
accompanied him to pay respects to the deity. Our accommodation 
was a small, shaded house near Mahant Shri Ramdas Ji's Dandiya 
camp. 

Hundreds of men and women devotees gathered there. Wrestling 
matches took place in our camp, led by Shriman Maharaj Ji, Pandit Shri 
Sajju Das Ji, and Pandit Raghav Das Ji. 

It was the month of Vaishakh, extremely hot. Despite the crowd, our 
hosts provided ample hospitality. We were relieved, struggling with the 
heat. 

Three eclipses occurred, leaving us drenched in sweat. In the final two 
days, we grew accustomed. The shastrarth (scriptural debate) was 
inevitable. 

Without effort, we accepted the challenge. Mahant Shri Ramdas Ji 
announced the debate's time, place, and rules, following consultations. 


The date was fixed: 9th May 1921. 


In the Digambar Akhada, the shastrarth (scriptural debate) began. 
Earlier in Ayodhya, | wrote a small book called "Ghat" with the help of 
Bal Gram Vinay Ji. ( ramanuji ) The book clarified that the disrespect 
towards ram ji and ram mantra 

On the basis of that scripture debate is going to start 

In the debate, from the side of Ramanuji parampara shree ram prapan 
das aye represented the supported by Shri Tokatri Swami Ji. 

Pandit Shri Raghubar Das Ji and | represented our side. The Ramanand 
side claimed their scriptures do not criticize Ram, Krishna, or their 
temples. 

The debate centered on whether Ramanand scriptures criticize Ram, 
Krishna, and temples. Five esteemed judges presided: 


1. Shreemant Ram Dwaridas Ji Maharaj (Digambar Khada) 
2. Shreeman Shri Sitaram Ji Maharaj (Nirvana Khada) 

3. Shreeman Shri Jagannath Das Ji Maharaj (Nirvana Khada) 
4. Shri Kamal Das Ji Maharaj 


They instructed Pandit Raghubar Das Ji and me to submit our written 
arguments. 

Prior to the debate, a 35-year-old book titled "Ujjain Kumbh" was 
published, containing Shri Ramanand Jji's writings. This book was 
recognized by Ramanand Ji's saints and mahants. 


The rules stipulated: 


1. The debate would be in Sanskrit. 

2. Each side would submit three written statements. 

3. Each statement would be triplicated: one copy for the pandit, one for 
the opposing side, and one for the judges 


| told them that | was respected and could write three copies 
simultaneously. We presented our arguments twice, and | responded 
twice. The opposing side repeatedly claimed that the criticism proven 
from our scriptures isn't criticism, citing a hypothetical situation. 

| asked, "What situation are you trying to establish by criticizing the 
Ram mantra? If the Ram mantra is praise, then criticism cannot be 
used. However, if praise has a different context, then 

criticism of the Ram mantra is justified." 

The example of Devdutt doesn't hold, as it can't establish a situation. 
Praise is abundant, making the Ram mantra worthy of criticism. 

They couldn't respond. Finally, they asked, "What evidence proves the 
independent guru tradition of the Ram mantra?" | presented three 
verses from Valmiki's works as evidence 
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They couldn't respond regarding this philosophy being done for the 
soul's desire by Shri Ji in this tradition. For the third time, they said, "I 
will send these eight (points) by tomorrow evening." The council leader 
asked, "Write that you will respond tomorrow." They said, "Not 
tomorrow, but the day after." The situation worsened. The council 


leader said, "Just write that you will respond the day after." They 
wrote. 

The council leaders then said, "If you don't respond by the day after, 
Shri Ramanand Samparday will forever break away from Shri Ramanuji 
Samparday." There has been no response till today. Shri Ramanandi 
Samparday has become a separate sect. 


At that time, there was a final bath in a few days, and till then, Shri 
ramanuji procession would move forward for the ritual bath. 

Some of them doing massage off ramanuji sants and Ramanandi pull 
up the palki of ramanuji sant 

And put thier palki on their shoulder and all of them are behind from 
ramanuji Sampraday. 

Shree nimbarkh sampraday 

Shree vishnuswami sampraday 

Shree madwacharya sampraday 

Are also together with ramanandi sampraday 

In that final bath, ramanuji was left out, and Shri Ramanuji Samparday 
cannot move together with them in any Kumbh Mela or ritual bath. 
Today, four sects - Shri Ramanandi Samparday, Shri Nimark 
Samparday, Shri Vishnu Swami Samparday, and Shri Madwacharya 
Samparday - bath together since then. 


In shahi julus any Ramanuji can’t stay there They deserve respect and 
should lead, but going forward, that's not possible. They can't remain 
part of the entire procession. Victory is achieved! Hail Ramananda! 
Glory to Lord! Glory to Shri Ramananda Swami! 


Shri Ramananda Swami blessings have bestowed upon the sect, and 
my revered Guru's blessings are dedicated to me
